Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The current claim language of claim 17 describes "providing, on top 
of said photoresist, a contrast enhancement layer", the examiner believe contacting the bilayer resist ( a composite of 
two photoresists) (the filter is "stuck" to the resist face) with the super resolution exposure filter at [0064-0068] of Naito 
meets this limitation (see also [0050] of Naito). The applicant has a reasonable basis for "coating" the CEL, based 
upon the techniques described at [0049] of the prepub. Limiting the claims to the CEL layer being coated on the 
photoresist is reasonably taught away from in the prior art in Naito at [0003] in discussing JP 09-007935. A reticle as 
described at [0054] of Naito et al. cleariy describes a photomasl^. The collecting may inferring the presence of a lens, 
but currently the interpretation of the examiner is that a lens is not required.
